“In the United States there are 
58,000,000 persons who are not con­ 
nected with any church. If these 
people wanted to attend church they 
would be unable to do so, for not 
more than one-third of the popula­ 
tion of the United States has an 
opportunity to attend church regu­ 
larly every Sunday. 
“ Twenty-seven million young per­ 
sons in the United States are con­ 
nected with no Sunday School; they 
get no regular ethical or religious 
training, if they wanted the train­

GOOD BYE SENATOR GORE? 


Even Senator Thomas Pryor Gore’s staunchest friends must 
be disappointed at the showing the senator made in Pittsburg 
County Saturday. The senator came— he saw— he spoke— and 
he went away without making anything of the splash that had 
been expected. 
Everybody understood that the senator would outlay a lot 
of plausible excuses for his conduct in the United States sen­ 
ate before the war and after the war. 
Much water has passed 
under the bridge since then and he has had time to do a lot 
of mental whitewashing. 
The senator made those excuses but 
somehow or other they fell flat. 
His climaxes lacked zest 
and his verbal coupes withered away without getting the re­ 
sponse hoped for. At Hartshorne the farmers crowded around 
him all right, just as tFey would have around any curiosity, 
but there were less than 30 applauding him when he spoke. 
He had a large crowd on the streets of McAlester Saturday 
night, but the crowd came to listen and that is about all it 
lid. 
His speeches were weighed in the balances and found 
canting.

Senator Gore is evidently basing his campaign on the pre­ 
sumed fact that time heals all wounds and that soft words 
iull into forgetfulness. 
But our war wounds are still fresh 
and deep impressions are not easily forgotten. 
Senator Gore is making a popular kind of speech. 
He is 
jelling the people how much money he has saved them. 
He 
tells the people how those measures he voted against at the 
Beginning of the war mainly for the purpose of saving money. 
The war, however, gave us a new standard and it was not 
a money standard, therefore his appeal does not find the 
response that it might otherwise. 
We know that the taking over of the railroads cost money, 
i>hat the taking over of the telegraph lines cost money and 
that the food control bill cost money, but we know how neces­ 
sary they were and we are reconciled to them. 
If befits the 
senator with sorry grace to admit that he voted against them 
because they cost too much. 
Senator Gore would hold himself up as a humanitarian 
against war and against any oppressive measure and yet all 
intelligent voters remember that Senator Gore through it all 
has been a reactionary— not once trying to bring new hope to 
the world, but trying to kill the aims of those who have given 
us new hope. 
All that Senator Gore said in Pittsburg County hasn’t 
changed the facts in the case and that he stood in the way 
of a successful culmination of the war. 
Senator Gore haltingly concedes that “if he mad'e mistakes I 
they were honest ones and that he was sincere, as sincere as 
those he opposed.” 
The News-Capital gives him credit for that. 
We have al­ 
ways contended that he was sincere but that he lacked mental 
vision, that his world was too small. 
He is not a representative of Oklahoma or the democratic 
party. 
He is a representative of Senator Gore— a wilful ego­ 
tist who has sinned away his day of grace.— McAlester News-

E. Ferguson, former and impeached 
governor of Texas, has announced 
his candidacy for president of 
the 
United States on the platform of 
the American party which was or­ 
ganized at Fort Worth, Texas, last 
August by a faction of the Texas 
democratic party. 
In his announcement Mr. Fergus­ 
on expressed unalterable opposition i 
to the league of nations, national 
prohibition and compulsory military 
training. He declared in favor of 
light wines and beer until the “na­ 
tional prohibition amendment is re­ 
pealed.’’ promised recognition of the 
principles of trades unionism and 
pledged himself, if elected, to grant 
a full pardon to Eugene V. Debs, 
the socialist leader under conviction 
for alleged conspiracy to obstruct 
the draft. War, he said, often causes 
reason to give way to passion and 
sometimes intemperate expressions 
are provoked. He would “forget and 
forgive” and restore Debs to full 
citizenship. 
Denouncing compulsory military 
training, the former governor de­ 
clared “we need an army to take 
the coft field far more than an 
army to take the battlefield; just 
now the world needs an army to 
raise hogs far more than an army 
to kill huns.’
